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Introduction 


This document covers the re-installation of the “demo” content for the Roku HD1000. This 
document is distributed within a zip file containing the demo content. 


Your Roku HD1000 came with a selection of demo content from the factory. However, for a 
number of reasons you may no longer have that content on your HD1000. This document 
describes how to make this content accessible once again. 


Installing the Built-In Content on a Network Share 


It is not necessary for the content that was originally in the “Built-In” media source to reside 
there. You may copy it to any HD1000-accessible network share. 


To do this, copy the contents of the zip file containing this document to any HD1000- 
accessible network share. You may consider keeping it in its own directory, for example a 
directory named “HD1000Demo”. 


Once copied, you can refresh the contents of the network share on your HD1000 by 
highlighting the network share in the HD1000 main menu and pressing se/ect on your remote 
control. This will cause the HD1000 to look for new content. 


Installing the Built-In Content onto the HD1000’s internal 
memory 
If you want to access the content as it was accessed when your HD1000 was new, you will 


need to copy the content using Roku’s Copy utility. It is available at 
http://www.rokulabs.com/support/downloads/additionalapps.php. 


1. Copy the content to be copied to a flash card or network share. Isolate the content by 
putting it in its own directory on the flash card or network share. 


2. If you have copied it to a flash card, insert the flash card into the HD1000. If you have 
copied it to a network share, make certain that the network share is mounted by the 
HD1000. 


3. Launch the Copy utility. How this is done depends on how you installed the Copy 
utility. Please see the documentation included with the Copy utility for more 
information. 
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4. Now that the Copy utility is running, move the highlight to the “Set Source...” Button 


and press select. 
Copy 


This utility allows you to copy a file or directory of files to a new location. 


Set the source file or directory, and the destination directory 
Then click the Copy button to copy the chosen file(s) to the chosen directory 


Please select a source file or directory. 


Please select a destination. 


5. Using the resulting dialog, locate the directory that contains the content (remember, 
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it’s either on a flash card or on a network share).

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Select a source file or directory: 
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Contents 
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Press the Select key on the remote to view the contents of the directory. Among other 
files, you should see a file named “Roku Art.roku”. The path to the folder you selected 
should appear in white text in the top part of the dialog with the folder being the last 
element in the path. 


Move the highlight to “Choose” and press Select. The dialog window should disappear 
and leave you at the Copy utility main screen. 


Move the highlight to “Set Destination...” and press Select 


This time, locate the media source to which you would like to copy the content, in this 
case “Built-In”. As before, highlight “Choose” and press Select once you have located 
the desired destination. Please Note: You cannot copy the content to a flash card. 
If you wish to keep it on a flash card, use your computer to do the copying.

. When you return to the Copy utility main screen, double check that the source and 


destination are correct. 


. Highlight “Copy” and press Select. You will see a small dialog that shows the progress 


of the copy operation. 


. When the copy operation has completed, you will see the text in the dialog reflect the 


fact that the copy was a success, and the button in the dialog change to say “OK”. If it 
fails and you were attempting to copy to the Built-In media source, the Built-In media 
source may be full. Use the Delete utility to make space and try again. 


Press the Select key to dismiss the dialog. 


Either highlight the Exit button and press Select, or press the Exit or Menu key on the 
remote to exit the Copy utility and return to the Main Menu. 


. Your content should now be accessible on the media source to which it was copied. 
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
